WALBHINGTON, April 26.—Conditions In
Washington are mpldly settling down to
those of actual war, C

Notlces came to the State depectment from
the four quarters of the globe tuday show-
ing that the nations es a rule are prepared
to assume an attitude of &trict neutrality as
between the Unlted States and Spain In the
present struggle.

In most casce they were In answer to
the Identical note sent out yeeterday by
the Biate departmeat to all United States
embasgies and legations, Instructing them
to Inform the governments to whidh they
were accredited that war has exisied since
April 21,

Great Britaln has always taken an ad-
vanced stand In the princlples of neutrality,
€0 that It wae with great Interest that the
newa was recelved here that the terme of
the neutmallty proclamaticer were lesued in
London. On the whole the officials ace
disposed to take the view that the sirict
adherence by Great Britain to these rules
will be rather more advantageous to the
United States than to Spain, particularly
re we mow are operallng In the paval senze
close to our own bage of eupyplies, and In
all probabliity scon will cut Spala off from
the two boeea that It now has la the neigh-
Yorliood of Cuba.

The president lavued a proclamation
during the day laying down rults as to the
eeizure of prizea, and the result, It Is be-
HNeved, will be the release of some of the
ships already captured, though it will be
for the prize couris to determine In each
osae whether the eondlitions under which the
ships were captured are such as to warrant
release,

BUBENA VENTURA MAY BE FRBED.

Thoe Impresslon prevails that the Buena
Ventura, the first an the lst of prizes,
will ba Zeclared no prize. The case of the
Panama, wheae sclzure was reported today,
ls more complicated, owhig to the fact that
while otherwise exempt, the shlp was re-
ported to have contained supplies for the
Bpanish army In Cuba, which are conira-
band. Howevor, It may be sald that while
the settlement ol these questions will be
left to the courts, the admlinistration be-
lleves the greatest liberality should ba shown
in the applloation of the laws, when a ves-
el I8 wol ccotraband or attempting to run
the blockade. That Is shown In the liberal
terms of the proclamaflon Itself, by which
the prize courts must be gulled,

It s noted also that the administration
has not been deterred by criticism In eon-
gress from agaln formally pledging Hselt to
the natlees of the world to refraby from
privateering, and ablde by the declaration of
Tarls of 18566,

S0 far as known all United States consuls
have made their way eafely out of Spain.
Consul Fay at Danla hae reported to the
department from Lisbon; Consul Bowen, at
Barcelooa, from Parls, and Consu's Carroll,
at Cadiz, and Bartelam, at Malaga, from
Gloraltar, The department has assured
iteelf that the others are safe,

John Sherman retired fwally today from
the positlon of secretary of etate, an! his
suocessor wam confirmed In the person of
Judge Day. John Bassett Moore will be un-
doubtedly confirmed tomorrow in Judge Day'e
place. The latter Is expected to return to
Washington In about two days.

RECRUITS FOR REGULAR ARMY.

The army reorganizatica bill became a
faw during the day, and the department of-
fivials have begun to devise the best means
of carrying out the purposes of the act,
which will result In the increase of the reg-
ular army to more than 60,000,

In the War department preparations went
on with ceascless euergy for the organiza-
tion of the volunteer army. All the officcra
were detalled who are to be sent to the
varlous states and territorics to muster the
guardemen into the eervice of the Unlted
Btatea, The full plapa of reorganlzing the
army were completed,

To provide officers for the regular army
and volunteers Becretary Alger ordered the
arsignment to duty of all the cadets at the
West Polmt Mlilitary academy who would
in the ordinary course of events have gradu-
ated In Jurne,

The greatest anxiely was shown at the
Navy department for news from the block-
ading squadros. Notwithstandiog the many
reports from two unofficial sources of en-
gagements between the fleet and shore bat-
terles, o word of confirmation came of-
clally,

ARISES OVER M.B.LIZATION OF MILITIA

Wanhington Orders FEncampment to
e Held at Omahn, but Governor
Tneists om Lincoln Get-
ting the Plum,

WASHINGTON, April 26.—(Special Tele-
gram.)—Governor Holcomb was telegraphed
this afterncon of a change made {n the point
of mobllization of the Nebraska Natlonal
Guard, the crder emanating from the ad-
Jutant general's office. Last might's orders
were exat out from the War department for
& general mobilization of the troops and as-
eigning the point where the troope should
rendezvous, preparatory to golng to the
front, Lincoln being indicated as the poaot
of concentration for the Nebraska troops.

When Aesistant Secretary of War Melkle-
john reached his office this morning at 8

lo'cloclt, he found that Lincoln was mot al-

together adapted for the purpose of mobill-
zatlon on account of Its distance from the
governmeat reservation, and after consulta-
tlon with Senator Thurston, recommenided
Omaka nstead, the latter oity having greater
raliroad facliitles and belng In close prox-
Imity to both Fort Crook and Fort Omaha—
government reservatlions, Congressman
Mercer also favorcd the plan of mobillzing
the troops at Omaha and Adjutant General
Corbin conzequently made the change.

It la understood that the Nebraska Lroops
will go Into camp at Fort Omaha, where the
work of recruiting two full regiments of in-
fantry will be conducted. It la the purpose
of the War department to thoroughly drill
the volunteers, using the regular army for
purposes of an Invasion of Cuba, thereby
Increaslng the eMclency of the volunteer
army and preparing them for actlve service
when an emergincy arioes,

Under the volunteer bill, which Is now a
law, the companies will be officered as fol-
lowae: One captain, one first lleutenant, one
aecond lleutenant, one. first sergeant, one
quartermaster oergeant, four sergeants,
twelve corporals, two musiclan®, one arti-
fleer, one wagoner, and seventy-2ix privates,
maximum 1limit, sixty-four privates, minl-

COMPANY FORMATION.

Under thls formation a company will con-
tain a maximum of 101 men, and as the
call s made for two {ull reglments from
Nebraska it will give an opportunity for
2,424 men to go to the front, In addition
to regimental officers, which Adjutant Gen-
r.ul Corbin states will be as follows: One
colonel, one lieutenant colonel, two majors,
one adjutant (extra Heutenant), one quarter-
master (extra lleutznan!), one surgeon, two
asslstant surgcons, one chaplaln, one ser-
geant major, one quartermaster sergeant,
one chief musiclan, two principal musicians,
three hospital stewards.

Orders were lssued late this afternoon
detalling officers to the several rendezvous
throughout the United States for the pur-
pose of mustering In the troops. Captain
Olmstead, Niuth cavalry, is ordered to pro-
ceed at once to lowa; Lieutenant John J.
Stotsenberg, Sixth cavalry, le ordered to
Omaha; Lleutenant Duff, Elghth cavalry,
will muster in troops In SBouth Dakota, while
Captaln Wilhelm, Eighth Infantry, will per-
form a like service In Wyomlng,

Under the call ksued last night South
Dakota wes given a regiment of cavalry,
but as there are no cavalry companles In
the -state protests have been pourlng In to
Senator Kyle all day esking that be use
hig Influence to effect a change In this re-
gard by glving the Infantry of South Da-
kots, of which there are about 750 In the
Natlonal Guard, a chance to go to the war.

Kyle labored with the department all day
and finally obtained a concesalon to raise a
regiment of infantry In the state, which was
ordered to rendexvous at Huron, Three regl-
ments of the cavalry are also to be ralsed
from the northwest, which are not to be
credited to any state and will be organized
by Judge Torrey of Wyoming, Attorney Gen-
eral Melvin Grigsby of South Dakota and
Dr. Leonard Wood of Arlzona and New
Mexico. This will afford the cowboys of Ne-
braska, South Dakota, Wvoming, Nerth Da-
kota and the weslern states a chance to
enllst at large, ralsing the first call for
troops to 128,000 men,

Adjutant General Barry of the Nebraska
National Guard ls anxlous that Brigadler
General ©. L. Bills be appointed brigadier
general of volunteers and Is bringing Influ-
ence to bear to eecure General Bllls such a
commission,

The armories of the Omaha Guards and of
the Thurstcn Rifles were well filled with
officers, privates and recrults at 1 o'clock,
when they were Informed by 4 Bee reporter
that the War department at Washington had
Issued orders for the moblilization of the Ne-
braska troops at Fort Omaha, instead of at
Lincoln. To say that the newa was re-
celved with great satlsfactlon Is to express
the truth In a very mild manner. The boys
were go tickled with the news that the mes-
senger who brought It had many kinds ot
things offered him.

PROPER POINT TO MEET.

No news confirming or denying the tele-
Eram to this effect recelved by The
Bee was cobtalnable at either of the
armories or at the headquarters of the De-
partment of the Missouri.

READY TO GO ANYWHERE.

INTERVATIONAL LAW INTERPRETED.

Prof. Weatlake of Cambridge Unile

vernity Givea His Opinton.

West-
lake, professor of Interaational law at Cam-
bridge university, has glvin the following
authoritative statement of the Boglish view
of the law of natlons in relation tosea com-
merce in war time to the Daily Graphic:

“According to the English deflniticn there
are two classes of contraband, absolute and
eonditional.
lutely contraband from the admiralty man-
ual: All arms, ammunition, military and
saval equipments, store?, muchluery or ma-
terinl for manufacturing these articles. The
full list imcludes sulphate of potash, marine
engines, angle iron, Porlland cement, ete.
These goods are only contratand wlen be-
lug carried to the enemy's port or flect,

“The =t of goode conditionally contraband
le as follows: Provislgna, liquors fit for
consumption by soldiers and sallors, many
telegraphle materlals, ocals, hay, horees,
rosin, tallow, timber. Any of theese may be
aseuimed to be contraband If destined elthor
for the enemy's ships At sca or the army's
port which Is malnly weed for military aad
naval equipment.

“Each belligerent le at full liberty to de-
clara sy article comtraband except re-
stralned by fear of exciting the hestility of
neutral powers, bul there l& no great (1M-
culty, In my opinion, amoag international
lawyers with regard to the definition of con-
traband. The greal diiculty ls that meny
continental lawyers objeot to our phrase of
conditional contraband, Ceatihental law-
vers admit that a belligerent has the right
to detain without confiscation or pre-empt
any goods which might be used for the pur-
poscs of war as well as the purposes of
peace if oo the way to @ Qostile mlilitary
port,

“Our authoritles declare that the carriage
of conditionally contraband goodas iz usually
fololwed caly by pre-emption by the belllger-
¢nt government, which ' then pays the
freight to the ship owner for the goodls ab-
solutely contraband, comflscated goodas con-
ditlonally ceettratand and detalned or pre-
empted. A ehlp carrying absolutely coutra-
band goods forfeits the fraights and hias no
clalm for compensation aad expenses of de-
téntlon.

“Ca=cs were of constant occurrence of con-
traband goods being carried not direct to the
enemy’'s port, but to sn latermediate neu-
tral port, where Lthey were transhipped dur-
ing the American war of seces®ion. The
government of the Un!tef Stales loslsted on
treating such goods ecalraband from the
moment they left Liverpgol, on the ground
that thelr uitimate destimatfon was hostile.
This was not resisted by England and the
principle was fully accAjted cm the con-
tinent. The only diMeully comes in when
doubt arises as (0o the real destioation of
tha goods, If a Birmingham firm sent smail
arms (o Montreal, to be éold there it would
be difficult for a Spanish captor to prove the
goolds were not really Intended for the
Canadlan purcheser, If so they could not
be coniscated,

“On the other lhand, If goods are coo-
slgned to Nassau the presumption would
certainly be that they were Inteaded for the
enemy because there could be no bona fide
neutral purchasers at such a small place. 1t
there were no Intermediste purchases at a
neutral port, but merely a forwarding
egent, the goods would cortainly be contra.

ON THE WATCH.

Altbough the Amerlean ships are few for
the coast, they watch. The Triton was over-
hauled by most everyone of them in a run of
180 miles, Better watch could hardly be
kept. Admiral Sampson told me today that
the capture of one out of every three block-
ade runners ls usually considered good
blockad!ng. But if a single ship passia the
American line of watch doge, it must be
little, light and full of engines. There is no
danger that Havana will be fed for long or
often.

The Terror captured a good sized Spanish
coasting steamer this morning about 9
o'clock. It was heavily loaded with sugar
and general merchandise and was anchored
near the shore for the night, Today It slarted
for Key West. A blg sugar-laden schconer
had alsa been captured., The prize crew la
sallinz It north.

Matanzns is scaled as tightly as Havana.
Many large Spanish salling vessels are there
leaded with sugar. The naval youngsiers
are vearning to dash in and capture them.
It u;ula eanlly be done. With anclent iron
guns and flve braes Napoleon pleces the
gray fortifications of this port are not of
much use,

Sague La Grande has also a full comple-
ment of Spanish schooners, but the waler
{s too shallow to risk golng iu for them.
Large ships cannot approach nearer than
nine miles from the town and could be eagily
captured in port should they succeed in en-
tering.

Cardenas has the most complicated ship
channel. Any smart torpede or gunboat of
light draught could cut acroes over the In-
tricate sandbars and nab e blockade runner
foolish encugh to attempt the feat, and at
night the ship channel Is almost impass-
able,

To weatward of Havana harbor passages
and mouths are alao much against quick en-
trance. Marlel kas @ windlag ship channel
and Bahia Honda, the extreme weslern post
to be sealed, has no reilroad connection with
Havara, Even should the American land
forces not occupy and Intercept provislons
landed here the Cubans will. Nb aelf-re-
specting "runner” will try Bahia Hondu,
Havana ls the only port of easy entrance and
here the blockade i properly stronger.

The &pan-
lard took his release as philosaphically as he
had borne Qs capture and bowed courie-
cuely, His parole was welilten by Captaln
Chadwick and translated to him, Lleutenant
Plno Fernandez signed t, and thus promised
never to bear arms agalnst the United States
during the present war between Spaln and
the Unlted States unlecs regularly  ex-
changed.

ENGLAND TIES UF OUR WAR SHIPS.

Its FProclamation of Necutrality in
Nigld In Terma.
WASHINGTON, April 26.—8Ir  Julian
Pauncefote, *the Britlsh ambassador, today
recelved a cable dispatch from the Britlsh
foreign office, slgned by Lord Sallsbury, an-
uouneing that the queen's proclamation of
neutmality in the war between Spaln and

the Unlted States had been signed.

The dispatch states that proclamation l&
glmilar to those lssued on former occasions,
but in addition directs epecial attention to
the three rules of the treaty of Wuashington
of May 8, 1871, article v, which will be
observed toward both countries.

The three rules which Lord Sallsbury di-
rects speclal attention are of exceptional mo-
ment Just at present, owing to the pree-
ence in British ports of several war » Wa,
Including the Somers and Albany, Intended
for the Unlled States navy.

Tho threo rules are as [ollows:

A neutral government Is bound, first, to
use diligenee to prevent the itting out, arm-
ing or equipplng, within Its jurlsdiction, of
any vessel when It has reasonable grounds
to belleve Is Intended to crulse or carry on
war with a power with which It |5 at peace;
and also to use llke dillgence to prevent
the departure from ite Jurisdiction of any
vesgel Intended to crulse or carry on war
as above, such vessel having been specinlly
adapted, In whole or In part, within suca
Jurisdletion, to warllke use,

Becondly, not to permit or suffer elther
belligerent (> make use of s ports or
wiaters as the base of naval operations
agalnst the other or for the purposs of re-
newal or augmentation of military supplies
of arms or the recruitment of men.

Thirdly, ta exercise due diligence in Hs
own ports snd waters, and as to ull persons
within Its jurisdiction to prevent any viola-
tion on tae foregoing obligations and
dutles,

The secon'! rule doubtless accounts for the
caforced departure of the United States fleet
at licag Kong The frat rule appears to
apply directly to several ships purchased by
the United States abroad, and now hurrylng
to compietion k> British yards. Most im-
portant of these is the flne crulser Albany,
formerly the Abroueall of the Brigilian
navy,

From the strict rule adopted In stopping
the torpe'o boat Somers and the mall
steamer Ireland, as reported by press dis-
patches, it I8 believed the rule agahat the
departure of war ships will be given a very

rigid cousiructien.
